A NEST OF FRAUD. 
INDIAN-AGENT INGALLS. ‘ 

Speciai Inepatch ta The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 7.—Tie passage in 
the report of the Indian investigation reflecting 
most seriously uvon any Western man is that 


@vhich relates to G. W. Ingalls, formerly of 


Springficid, III. He was in the Indian service 
in 1872, and subsequently. The Board says as 
to him that he was reported to bave been agent 
at the Southeast Nevada Agency for about two 
years, and to have had the privilege of naming 
his successor. The latter was reported by a 
witness to have alleged that between 
$40,000 and $50,000 had been expended by In- 
galls, and he could not see what results came 
of it. Ingalls rendered accounts in the spring 
of 1875, and these were made up in the hand- 
writing ol the Bureau Clerk who was to pass 
upon them. This clerk was subsequently dis- 
charged for cause, and became attorney and 
claim agent, 
HIGH IN FAVOR 

with many persons of the Bureau force, and 
Ingalls appeared to have hada great influence 
about the Department, and his attorney (the 
ex-clerk) had abundant influence to stretch all 
points on the account in the Bureau in 1876 and 
immediately prior to those investigations. The 
sub-examiners of accounts were much annoyed 
by this man’s account. One of them said it was 
a bad account, and nobod liked to touch it. 
Upon examination, he testified as follows: 

« Q.—Why do you suppose clerks have been 
afraid of this account! A.—It is not a straight 
and correct 22 Mr. Ingalis is not a 


straight and correct man. 


Q.—Is it supposed by you that ingalls or any 
other agent having business before the Indian 
office has any power of working an injury to a 
clerk who performs his duty in respect to ac- 
counts! A.—Do not know that he has at the 
present time. No, sir. 

Q.—Has he in the past time A.—I give it 
as my opinion, yes, sir. 

Q.—How far past! A.—I should judge that 
Mr. Ingalls is a man who seems to have 

A G@EAT DEAL OF INFLUENCE 
about the departments. He was alwars here, 
and was a particular friend of Commissioner E. 
P. Smith. It was upon his recommendation 
that his successor, anotber man of 
ABOUT THE SAME STAMP, 
was appointed. Taking all these things togeth- 
er, a clerk would think that if he could get rid 
of handling such an account he would do it. 
A tabular statement of the public money ad- 
vanced to G. W. Ingalls was prepared from the 
Bureau books, and it showed that from Aug. 
28, 1872, to Oct. 4, 1875, the sum advanced to 
this one map, without a settlement of any ac- 
count up to July 25, 1875, was $502,206. 
RESULT OF THE INQUIRY IN TIE MANAGEMENT 
OF INDIAN APFAIRS. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasainoton, D. C., Jan. 7.—The report sub- 
mitted to Secretary Schurz by Joseph K. Me- 
Cammon, of the Department of Justice, Capt. 
Thomas H. Bradley, United States Army, and 
George M. Lockwood, Chief Clerk of the In- 
terior Department, the Board of Inquiry con- 
vened by him in June last to investigate the 
Indian service, is very elaborate and volumin— 
ous, the document making sixty-five printed 
pages, exclusive of the testimony. Its conclu- 
sions in regard to the charges preferred against 
the Chief Clerk of the Indian Office will be 
found in the letter of Secretary Schurz to Mr. 
Galpin. The Board find, concerning the Eastern 
North Carolina Cherokce matter, which was 
also specially brought to its attention, that 
an investigation of the controversy should 
be made by a court or commission 
appointed by the President, that the delays 
in its settlement have jeopardized the wel 
fare of the Indians. The diflicult nature of the 
extensive investigation made by the Board in 
regard to the general conduct of the service fs 
indicated in 5 

. THE FOLLOWING STATEMENT: 

The reguiations prescribed by the President 
for the management of Indian. affairs, and the 
directions from the Secretary.of the Interior, 
seem to have been absolutely necessary to a full 
compliance with the aw, but no regulations or 


‘directions under the statutes have been found 


by this Board for the control eitner of the bu- 
reau officials or subordinates in the Indian ser- 
vice here or eleewhere. The instructions. regn- 
lations, and other advices promulgated by the 
Commissioner over his own signature have had 
a limited effect, not having been rigidly en- 
forced or fully respected. Under the circum 
stances, the fact exists that no du- 
reau or office of the Government has 
afforded more opportunity for downright ir- 
regularity and concealment of fraud than has 
the management of the Indian Bureau and 
service. The Board say that, during the late 
administration of the Indian Office, the Com- 
msstoner and Chief Clerk, with three others,— 
namely. the stenugrapher, the correspondence 
cierk, and annuity clerk,—formed a group 
which gave direction to ali matters of impor- 
tance passing through the oifice, and often 
acted upon the same by means of 

PERSONAL OB UNOFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report continues: 

There is no doubt. after considering the evi- 
dence, which member of the group wielded de 


facto the — power or infinence over official 
matters. he evidence of various witnesses and 


ciousness of hie Chief Clerk. These irregularities 
of correspondence and uishment of the 
anthority operated to cover questionable transac- 
tions and keep favorite in secure positions. 
This kind of correspondence, with the fellowship 
it engendered, readily throughont the o 

and some continuance of it will doubtless exis 
until removals are made or orders issued to break 
up the evil. 

The Board say they desired to inte te the 
Commissioner 1 55 sundry matters, and other- 
wise have the benefit of any statements he 
might be pleased to make, but it did not urge 
its request after he wrote first to ascertain con- 
ditionally if any evidence had been submitted 
reflecting on his character as an officer or on 
the purity and efficiency ”’ of his administration 
of the business of the office. This was consid- 
ered by the Board 

AS AN BYASION, 

and no further efforts were made to secure his 
attendance as a witness. Further, in reference 
to the persons who were immediately associated 
in the two rooms, the eviden “mah that the 
Chief Clerk was “too strong his attach- 
ments,“ and tog bitter as an enemy, to be in- 
trusted with the power and prerogatives that 
belong to the position, or, in other words, was 
unable to control himseli, and therefore could 
not satisfactorily discharge the duties of a high 
administrative ofliee. 

After reciting various instances of loose man- 
agement on the part of Commissioner Smith 
und his subordinates, the Board remarks: 

The absence of regulations, systems, and meth- 
ods, the suppression of charges and specifications, 
the carrying on of a semi-official correspondenge, 
the careless disposal of pers and records, . 
relinquishment of authors or delegation of of- 
ficial power to another, the loss or disappearance 
of valuable papers, the unwarranted and fac- 
tious opposition te” the Board of In- 
dian Commissioners, the unfitness for their 
respective positions of Chief Clerk, Correspond- 
ence Clerk, Annuity Clerk, others, the perse- 
cution of the Chief of the Medical Division, the 
incompetency of the Chief of the Accounts Di- 
vision, the inefficiency of the Acting Chief of the 
Land Division, the habituaMaék of circumspection 
in the Finance Division, the dselessness without 
instructions of the force oMbe Civilization Di- 
vision, and finally the gen demoralization of 
the force of the Bureau throughout, did not affora 
data from which the late Commissioner could find 
an abuse. * 
THE NEW YORK OFFIC#. 

The report contains the following review of 
operations in the New York office: 7 

In connection with the animal lettings at New 
York City for the bulk of the@upplies for the In- 
diau service, a temporary office — been annually 
established there, where bidshave been ned, 
awards made, ana supplies i ted and shipped. 
‘This office has been in charge a clerk detailed 
from the Indian Bureau, with delegated powers to 
act forthe Commissioner in matters of routine, 
and to perform such other duties incident to the 
othce as circumstances might tire. The duties 
of the person in charge are Often of a delicate 
nature, and require sound judgment, tact, the 
highest integrity, and good business qualifications. 
Upon him depends ina latge de the faithful 
compliance with contracts, the timely forwarding 
of supplies, and measurably the reputation of the 
administration of Indian difairs. 
Board has sought to confine its inquiries to matters 
arising within a recent period of ume, it will only 
deal with affairs at tne New York office for the 
same time. With the exeeptian of calling atten- 
tion the case of the annuity clers, elfewhere re- 
ferred to, the Board has found little to commend 
in the management of the.clerk in charge during 
the past two seasons, There das been an afte 
lack of system and of records, & marked inclina- 
tion to Gisregard the wishes and directions of the 

ard Of indian Commissioners, and to follow 
only the opinions of certaja of bis associates in 
the Indian Bureau. Neither by business education 
nor experience was ne qualified for the duties of 
the office. The evidence shows that the condact 
of this office has been irregular agd defective in 
the following respect: inthe receipt and custody 
of proposals; in the — and 
final disposition of samples; in the unnec- 
dusary inspection of supplies om the prem- 
wos Of contractors; inspoction and passing of 
specifi¢c lines of supplies o persons other than 
those designated; in the passing of certain lots of 
supplies upon the inspeciiop of ah a small por- 
tion of them; in ignortug to a greater or less de- 
gree by representatives of the 2 Bureau and 
officials thereof of the prerogative of the Board of 
Indian Commissioners; in @ lack of specific in- 
structions from the Bureau, and the delegating of 
too much authority to the person in charge; and, 
finaliy, in the iack of system and records as to the 
operations of the office. 

That the late Commissioner. of the clerk in 
charge of the office, is resvonsidle for al! these ir- 
regularities and defects may pot be entirely true, 
yet the Board is of the opimiin that a proper spirit 
of co-operation and applicatgon of common busi - 
ness methods would have man, if 
them. Certain is ignorance of 

cannot successfally be maintained 
a8 an excuse, as attention had been called 
to most, if not all, of them. The management that 
has permitted an inexperienoed person to exercise 
an independent controi in Ne York City, to dic- 
tate to members of the Béard of Indian Com- 
missioners, to appropriate to his own use or dis- 
posal property which fell int bis hands as Gov- 
ernmeut sgent, ana to hase do record account of 
his transactions, in part or ig Whole, cannot be too 
strongly condemned. It is Gelieved that selaom, 
if ever, were large interests of the Government 
managed with such a disr@gard for mercantile 
weaves, plain business prigtipics, and ordinary 
protection against dishonest practices as has en 
shown to prevail in the otice im New York. 

MORE ADVERSE GRITICISM. 

The Board then proceed elaborately to de- 
geribe aud discuss the existing modes of man- 
agement and practive cogeerning the details 
of the Indian service, tréating of &wards, in- 
spections, transportation, care and issue of 
supplies, purchasing in open market, contracts 
and contractors. They fin@ much tocriticise and 
condemn. The following paragrapus are self- 
explanatory : 

Agents have disbursed money on account of sub- 
gistcence for employes without receiving in return 
paymentfrom the employes, Im such cases, the 
Indian Bureau has failed to spend the allowance 
of such disbursements. It is believed that at many 
Agencies, Agents and the chief empioyes use for 
themselves and families the subsistence supplies 

urchased forthe sole use@f the Inaians. The 

ndian Bureau may be able (correct suchgiola- 
tious of law, out const supervision of 
tne Agencies by officers @f the Department 
ix the. only remedy kn@wn to the Board 
which approaches a sure prevention of irregulari- 
ties chayged.

THE PAWNER AGENCY.

Evidences have been numerous of the accu- 
mutation of fortunes by persons in that sery- 
ice upon salaries that would barely provide for 
the necessaries of life. That this bas been true 
is a serious reflection upon the former adminis- 
tration of the whole service and a reproach to 
the whole nation, inasmuch as the plundered 
have no recourse in law, and year by year leads 
to a resort to arms, the only logical recourse of 
a barbarous people; and when it is known that 
the — 35 inefficiency, and most barefaced 
dishonesty have been 

THE SOURCES OF SUDDEN FORTUNES 

and Indian wars, it may well be asked, who is to 
be blamed and whence the remedy! Agents 
have been appointed, not because of their busi- 
ness qualifications and experience,. but because 
of a sentiment, and to intrust such men with 
such great power and responsibilities is to 
undertake through pigmies the soiution of a 
problem that has engaged .the best efforts of 
statesmen and philanthropists ever since the 
early days of the Republic. 

That religious convictions are not coexistent 
with business qualifications none will maintain, 
but religious convictions alone can never stem 
the current of corrupt practices of the Indian 
service. The:Bible and a creed will not keep a 
wild Indian from fighting or his fanily from 
» starvation, or an Agent, contractor, or frontiers- 
man from avarice. The present method of 
selecting Agentsis probably an improvement 
on the old, yet it falis far short of the require- 
ments of the service. .Downright honesty of 
the Agents is the great desideratum, yet, when 
unaccompanied by capacity, oftenest suffers 
when brought in eontact with sharp contests, a 
characteristic of Western ‘life. It is believed 
that sclections from subordinates in the Indian 
service, both in the field and office, could be 
made to great advantage. ~ 

The employes in the office nave heretofore 
been adverted to. Those in the field, and sub- 
ordinate to the agents, are farmers, miilers 
blacksmiths, carpenters, butchers, etc., provided 
for by the treaty stipuiations or employed from 
necessity, and supposed to fill the requirements 
of their respective avocations.

practices of the grosecst character which had been 
roing on at Indian Agencies. The excuse yon give 
fa your testimony for such conduct in case of so 
grave a nature appears to me utterly trivial, and 
rather calculatea to aggravate than to mitigate 
our Offense. That dishonest practices in the 
ndian service are among the greatest and most 
dangerous evils we have to contend with, that 
the most vigilant and relentiess. prosecution of 
corrupt men connected with the service, either as 
agenis eras contractors, is one of the very first 
and imperative duties of this Department, and 
that only in rare instances itis possible to trace 
such practices to the guilty parties, cannot 
have been unknown to you after your lon 
connection with the service in an influential — 
responsible position. lu the papers touching the 
. Pawnee Agency, at least, we had information so 
circumstantial,so direct, and so substantiated that, 
as soon as they came to the knowledge of the De- 
partment, an indictment of the parties could with 
out dificulty be procured, and we could hope to 
make an example of the evil-doers. when, under 
sauca circumstances, an officer of this Department 
keeps such papers for many weeks from the knowl- 
edge of his superiors, locking them up in his desk, 
and then offers as his best excuse that he simply 
forgot them, I can simply say taat such forgetfal- 
ness is most dangerous to the puolic interest, es- 
pecially in the indian service. I say that for- 
etfulness is the best excuse you offer, 
or in chanty I will abstain from 
characterizing your other attempts at defense, 
that secrecy was essential te the pruper action 
upon that information, as if a prompt communica- 
tion of papers to the responsible head of a depart- 
ment had net been the fir«t necessary step to secure 
proper action, or that a change of agent at the 
agency was likely to prevent farther irregularities, 
or that inspectors were busy elsewhere at the time. 
In my judgment, an officer who fails to see the im- 
portance of the prompt and vigorous prosecution 
of dishonest practices. or who, seeing it. forgets 
and neglects it, cannot safely be intrusted with 
any responsibilities in the management of Indian 
aflairs. 
Your services will therefore from this day be ais- 
pensed with. :

POLICY OF ITS OPPONENTS.

THE TEXAS PACIFIC SCHEME 
MEANS TO BE EMPLOYED TO SECURE ITS ADOP- 
TION.

Wastinoton, D. C., Jan. 7.— The agents of 
tye Texas Pacific are actively at work here pre- 
paring for the passage of their bill. They claim 
136 votes in the House and a majority of 10 in 
the Senate for a purely Tom Scott bill. They 
are preparing documents to show that the com- 
petition of the Southern Pacific Road with the 
Union Pacific will be of great benefit to the 
Government and to the people. They claim 
that tue rates of through transportation from 
New York to San Francisco by the Southern 
route, as compared with the present Union 
Pacific rates, will be as 100 to 134. They pro- 
pose to have Congress fix u through rate of 


of the road. 
This they think would be $5,000,000 annually. 
THE HUNTINGTON SCHEMB, 
they say, is intended only to defeat the Scott 
scheme, and is not introduced with the exvecta- 
tion that it willsucceed. The Scott people rely 
upon the bills introduced by House, of Tennes- 
see, and Stephens, of Georgia, both of which 
are under Texas Pacific auspices. Out of these 
two bills they expect that the Committee will 
frame one as a compromise, which will be ac- 
ceptable to the Scott interests. The Commit- 
tee is, of course, certain to report a bill 
favorably. Great efforts are being 
made to induce Rice and Caswell, and 
other Republican members of the Committee, to 
vote in favor of the bill. It is expected that a 
good many New England members will be in- 
fluenced by the opinions of Rice, of Massachu- 
setts, if he should be disposed to favor it, but

The greatest pains are taken to ascertain the 
opinions which the different members of the 
Committee may hold as to the bill, whether 
they object to it on constitutional or political 
grounds. If they are troubled with con- 
stitutional scruples, capable lawyers are sent to 
them, or they are supplied with documents 
setting forth with great skill the manner in 
which the advocates of tbe road seck tu remove 
these objections.

The 
Texas Pacific people claim to have the best men 
in both branches of Congress in their favor.

CANNOT YET SUE FOR PEACE. 

A St. Petersburg correspondent handsome- 
ly supplements the foregoing by stating that 
hopes of an armistice are dying out there. 
The greatest secrecy as to Russia’s terms is 
maintained, and even the Commander-in- 
Chief has no instructions on that point. 

Meetings of the British Cabinet are held 
three or four times a week, but little can be 
learned of the Cabinet policy until the meet- 
ing of Parliament.

THE DANUBE. . 

Loxpox, Jan. 8—5 a. m.—A Bucharest dis- 
patch says: The ice has ceased moving in the 
Danube.

THE GREEK ARMY. 

An Athens correspondent states that the 
calling out of the second-class reserve, which 
has just been ordered, will raise the Greek 
army to 45,000 men.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 7.—The Ministerial 
crisis which was expected to ensue in conse- 
quence of interpellatjons in the Chambers has 
been averted. All the Ministers retain their 
portiolios. 

Mahmoud Damad Pasha will shortly proceed 
to ingpect the fortifications of the Dardanelles. 
Reouf Pasha, although remaining in charge of 
the Ministry of War at Constantinople, has been 
also intrusted with the supreme command of 
the army in Roumelia. Suleiman Pasha retains 
command of an army corps, and Baker Pasha of 
a division under Reouf Pasha’s orders.

THE WOMEN. 


| Concourse of the Most Formidable of Amer- 


ica’s Female Citizens at Washington, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago iribune. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 7.—The woman- 
suffragists commenced what they cali “a week’s 
campaign for freedom here to-day. The 
freedom desired is the right to vote. The 
campaign is for the purpose of inducing Con- 
gress to pass a bill fora sixteenth amendment 
providing for weman-suffrage. The plan of the 
campaign is to visit all prominent men who will 
give them audience. In several notable in- 
stances where they have tried they have met 
with the formidabie objection that the right to 
control suffrage in the States is one not given to 
Congress, and that the first recourse of the 
woman’s rightsters should be 
TO THE STATES THEMSELVES. 
Among the prominent women present are 
Mrs. Sarah J. Spencer, a noted agitator of this 
city; Mrs. Hooker, of Connecticut; Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton, Miss Joyce, and Julia 
Smith, otherwise known as the “ cow-woman.”’ 
The latter refuses to pay taxes until she has a 
voice in the Government, and the Tax-Collector 
of the country district where she lives annually 
sells a cow for the 1 of the taxes. The 
women, as the first stcpin their campaign, 
desire the Senate to 
DISREGARD ITS MOST ANCIENT PRECEDENTS, 
and permit them to come upon the Senate floor 
in the character of lobbyists in their own in- 
terests. They claim that a precedent has 
already been set for their admittance to the 
Senate, inasmuch as Mrs. Gen. Sherman and 
Mrs. Admiral Dahlgren have, they say, gone 
upon the floor of the Senate while it was in 
session and besought votes against womau's 
suffrage. There is some enthusiasm in the 
Convention—an enthusiasm which plain people 
might say borders upon the profane. Mrs. 
Hooker suggested that the Convention adjourn 
on Wednesday next to meet in the ladies’ re- 
ception room of the Senate, and then 
ASK GOD TO DIRECT THEM 
what next todo. She said she wanted it under- 
stood that the ladies intended to take posses- 
sion of the Capitol next Thursday—by God. 
The person making the report of this speech 
finds it necessary to add that this ejaculation 
was not made in a profane manner, but with a 
supplicating gesture pointing heavenward. The 
women seem to have a touch of politics in their 
business. Mrs. Spencer said that she was glad 
that the party now coming into power, which 
had rested for sixteen years, was 
ALIVE TO THE IMPORTANCE OF THB WOMAN 
QUESTION. 
She predicted that the party which gave 
woman her rights would prevail for the next 
twenty-five years, and Mrs. Hooker eulogized 
Gov. Hubbard, of Connecticut, “that good 
Democrat,” because he had asked the Legisia- 
ture to trame a bill to allow married women to 
have the same property rights as their hus- 
bands. This, she said, was now the law of that 
State, and was made so through a bill drawn up 
by ber husband, John. The women have so far 
carried their point as to obtain an order from 
the Senate Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions for a hearing on Thursday next.

GOV. YOUNG’S MESSAGB. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Co_umBvus, O., Jan. 7.—Gov. Young’s annual 
message, sent to the General Assembly, shows 
among other things that $5,000 has been paid 
on the State debt during the past year, and the 
funded debt now outstanding is $6,479,505. 
The local indebtedness aggregates $39,328,569, 
and the irreducible debt is $4,231,404, making 
the grand aggregate debt of the State 
$50,030,478. The total taxes levied in 1877, 
collectable in 1878 18, $2,952,774 

Recommendation is made that a law be 

assed to temporarily restore the levy for the 
State tax to three and one-hal mills, 
and that the same remedial legislation 
be had to enforce uniformity and equity in tax- 
ing property according to its true value in 
money. The suggestion is made that legisla- 
tion suould be had to preserve the public works 
of the State, and an investigation be made into 
their present condition. The Governor also 
recommends the passage of a law for the thor- 
ough “drainage of the northwestern section of 
the State. Liberal legislation to perfect the 
system of training teachers and for a more 
thorough supervision of common schools is rec- 
ommended. 

The various benevolent, penal, and reforma- 
tory institutions and Agricultural Colleges are 
especially indorsed and commended to the care 
of the law-making power. 

The suggestion is made that the salaries 
of the Judges of the Supreme Court 
should be increased; that Congress should 
be asked to change the eastern and southern 
boundaries of Ohio so as to protect and foster 
the attempts of the Fish Commissioners to 
supply the streams with fish, ana prevent the 
residents of adjoining States from destroying 
young fish by means of seines.

MRS. HICKS’ ORIGIN. 
New York World, Jan. 5. 

Asa number of wild and incouststent stories 
have been set afloat as to the origin and social 
connections of Mrs. Henry W. Hicks, since ber 
marriage with Mr. Lord, it is onlv fair and just 
to her that the facts should be stated. Mrs. 
Hicks is not a native of Louisiana, nor yet ot 
Virginia, nor did she originally come to New 
York as a governess. The journals which have 
fallen into these errors have plainly confounded 
Mrs. Hicks with another lady whom it is not 
necessary to name, but who will be easily 
recognized by all persons familiar with 
New York society, and who is no longer 
living. As the World. has already stated, 
Mrs. Hicks is of Dutch descent. She was 
born at Matteawan, a part of Fishkill, and has 
many relatives living in that neighborhood, 
though she herselt is scarcely known there. Her 
ancestors were among the earliest settlers of 
the region. Kip, Van Cortland, and Sir Francis 
Rumbout were the pateutees of a tract of land 
covering it all. Fishkill aaa Matteawan were in- 
cluded in the part apportioned to Sir Francis 
Rumbout. The daughter of this landholder, 
Miss Catheriné Rumbout, married Mr. Roger 
Brett, and bore him several children. One of 
these, Robert, married and had a daughter 
Hannah, who married Mr. Henry Schenck. 
Abraham II. Schenck was a son of this couple. 
His daughter, Adaline, married Mr. Unico Peter 
Wilkers, a Dutch East India merchant, and by 
him was the mother of Mrs. Hicks. Mrs. Hitks 
never resided in Fishkill for any length of time, 
and the story of her life was almost 

IF NOT QUITE UNKNOWN THERE 
until it was brought out by this recent mar- 
riage. Both her parents died some years ago, 
and lie buried side by side in the graveyard: at- 
tached to the Reformed Dutch Church to Fish- 
kill. One of the last evidences of the presence 
of Mrs. Hicks in the village consisted in the dis- 
tribution by her at the time of her mother’s fu- 
neral of a number of presents of money among 
the household servants who had been attached 
to the family. Of these one, an old colored 
woman named Eleanor Patterson, who is about 
70 years old, still lives in Fishkill. She says 
that on the death of Mrs. Wilkens, about three 
ears ago, she received the sum of $50 from 
irs. Hicks. Mr, Wilkens was always reputed 
to be a man of wealth, though none of 
his property was invested in Fishkill in 
real estate or otherwise. A number of Mrs. 
Hicks' relations, as has been already said, are 
living in the village; but they know very little 
of ber history. Dr. John P. Schenck, of Mat- 
teawan, is ber second cousin, and she is a blood 
relation also of Mr, Edward Schenck, 
the auctioneer, of this city. Mrs. Hicks’ 
acquaintance with Mr. Thomas Lord dates 
back to the earl days of ber first 
marriage with Mr. Henry W. Hicks, and has 
been unbroken for nearly a quarter of a century, 
during the whole of which time he has been 
known as one of her warmest friends. When 
Mr. and Mrs. Hicks first occupied, about twen- 
ty-two years ago, the house in which Mr. Hicks 
still resides, at No. 10 West Fourteenth street, 
Mrs. Hicks gave several entertainments which 
were attended by the fashionable world of that 
day. She had a box at the opera, and attracted 
attention as a gay and 

SHOWY WOMAN OF THE WORLD. 
She was a particularly good horsewoman, and 
was frequently seen ridiug, attended by her 
groom, in the most orthodoxy manner, a specta- 
cle pleasing at all times and places, but at that 
time and in New York interesting by its rarit 
also. Not long before the outbreak of the Civil 
War a coolness arose between Mrs. Hicks and 
some of her fashionable friends, out of certain 
proceedings of hers which seemed to them more 
dashing than comported with the then com- 
paratively even tenor of New York fashionable 
life; aud. as Mr. Hicks began about the same 
time to neglect his business and to fall into un- 
comfortable habits of liie, Mrs. Hicks gradually 
withdrew from the eyes of the world. She 
passed some time in Europe during the early 
days of the Civil War, when Mr. Dayton,. of 
New Jersey, was the United States Minister 
at Paris. When in this country at that 
period of her lite she frequently re- 
sided at the Brevoort House with Mr. Hicks. 
Mr. Hicks was in a deplorable state of 
health for some time before bis death, and as he 
had failed his property was — administered 
by others. At the instigation of a friend, Mr. 
Richard Mott, he had made investmentsin lands 
in and about Toledo. This estate was settled, 
as the World has stated, upon Mrs. Hicks, Mr. 
Waite, now Chicf-Justice of the United States, 
being her trustee: About the time of and after 
Mr. Hicks’ death this property, originally 
thought a loss, became of great value, and a 
town was laid out on it, to be called Hicksville. 
At the time when Mrs. Hicks joined the church 
at Rome, Hicksville was yielding her a very con- 
siderable revenue, which she spent in a dashing 
way, investing largely in diamonds and jewels 
of all kinds. 
began to move in London society, which was 
during the season after her conversion, she de- 
scribed herself accurately enough as

and she received naturally enough the homage 
usually paid ip English society, atid not always 
refused in other countries, to ahandsome widow 
glittering in diamonds, and owning an estate 
large enough to justify such a fine feudal way of 
alluding to it. After the panic of 1873 the m- 
come of ber estate, as of most other properties 
in this country, began to shrink, and it became 
necessary for her to return bome and look after 
her affairs. She still, however, it is believea, 
found herseif in the possession of a good reve- 
nue: and Mr. Henry Bergh states that N a 
few days ago Mr; Charles O' Conor, who has 
often acted as Mrs. Hicks’ legal adviser, told 
him he believed her income to amount to fully 
$30,000 a year. a 

Whenever Mrs. Hicks visited the United 
States, after her husband’s death and the rise 
in value of her Toledo property. she was accus- 
tomed to go té the watering-places in-a style 
suited to her income, and, as the quarrels which 
had interferred with her career as a woman of 
fasnion before the Civil War had become mat- 
ters of the dim past, sbe moved in a circle of 
her own in this country with something of the 
brilliancy which made her notable abroad. 
In 1875. when Lord Houghton visited this coun- 
try. she extended her hospitalities to him, and 
gave him on the 28th of October in that year a 
dinner of twenty covers, quite notable for its 
spendor. Two policemen did duty in front of 
the house, and a force of liveried Africans gave 
state and style to the banquet. Among the 
company were Mr. and Mrs. John Bigelow, Mr. 
Clarkson Patter, Mrs. Stevens and Miss Ste- 


vens, (I- Gov. and Miss Dix, Mr. and Mrs. 


Henry Bergh, Mr. and Mrs. John Sherwood, 
and Gov. Tilden. Anotber notable dinner given 
by Mra. Hicks to Chief Justice Waite will also 
he remembered. During the London season of 
1877 Mrs. Hicks resided at Claridge’s Hotel, 
long her favorite headquarters in England, and 
notable as the scene of an

It is said to afford proof that the old gentleman 4 


has been incompetent to attend to his monetary 
affairs properly for several years. Some of the 
life-long friends of Mr. Lord are also to be 


called upon to testify in this regard. Among. 


these is Mr. Moses Taylor, who, a long time 
ago, it is said, advised that Mr. Lord should not 
be allowed to go to the bank alone, as he was 
incompetent to do business there without guid- 
ance, and was exposed to attacks from 
thieves. tle often kept more that $1,000,- 
000 worth of securities in the safe, or vault, 
in his office on Exchange place. He used to 
boast that the vault was safer than those of the 
safe-debosit companies, and that vo burglars 
could force it open. An attempt was made to 
break it open one New-Year’s night several 
years ago. The door was drilled, and a charge 
of powder was fired. The shock of the explo- 
sion alarmed the occupants of the house, who 
immediately entered the office, where the 
found a bag of powder and some burglars 
tools. Shortly before the attempt to burst the 
safe was ma le several persons who then be- 
longed to the detective squad were seen loiter- 
ing in Exchange place and Williams street. 
Mr. Lord tried to hush the matter up, and re- 
fused to allow à report of it to be made at po- 
lice headquarters.

They have tried quietly to become occupants of 
his office to watch his proceedings, but he al- 
Ways angrily repulsed them. They were, it is 
said, unwilling to take legal proceedings that 
micht place them in a false position, otherwise 
they would have instituted proceedings similar 
to those that are now in progress. They knew 
of his intimacy with Mrs. Hicks, but they never 
suspected he would marry ber. On the morn- 
ing that she arrived from 1338 in November 
last, Mr. Lord received a telegram from her, 
and he started -at 7 o’clock in his carriage for 
the steamship dock. He took her from there to 
her house, and did not return to his own 
house until the evening. <A gentleman who 
used to visit Mr. Lord's office very often 
said yesterday that he had heard him lament 
the fact that somebody in Europe was pester- 
ing him for money. At such times he would 
exclaim pathetically, ** And I have a family to 
support, too. Before the arrival of Mrs. Hicks 
ip this city from Europe, he used to inquire dai- 
ly as to the time of various ocean steamshtps, 
avd he told his relatives. repeatediy that some- 
body who owed him $600,000 was coming from 
Europe to pag him over 6100, 000. 

Thomas Lord, Sr., was, according to his 
friends, always

easily affected by female beauty, and convinced 
that every lady who looked his way was over- 
come by his masculine charms. A gentleman 
who has known him for many years told a re- 
porter of the June yesterday that Mr. Lord, 
only a few years ago, used to frequent Broa/l- 
way, and ogle every girl that passed him. 
Whenever one of them glanced at him, he 
would follow and converse with her. His 
relatives knew of this peculiarity, and some of 
the female members of his family often played 
tricks upon him. They would vel their faves, 
and as they passed would glance at him. Alter 
leading him on they would disclose their 
identity. It was through this characteristic 
that he was so often deceived by confidence 
women. Why,’ said Mr. Lord's old friend, I 
know of one woman who lived upon him for 
years. She was a very beautiful woman, whose 
ile, according to her own account, had been 
filled with misfortunes. Her father was a weil- 
to-do Boston man, she said, who, at the out- 
break of the War, was moved by patriotic senti- 
ments to conyert all his possessions into United 
States bonds. Then he went into the army, ac- 
companied by his five sons and her 
husband, 1 9 the bonds with him. He was 
killed, and likewise his sons and son- 
in-law. The bonds were lost. She 
married again, and her second husband and 
child were killed in the first-Unicago fire. She 
came to New York, and married a third time, 
but within a few days after the wedding her 
husband was killed by a Third avenue car. She 
told Mr. Lord that she had begun a suit against 
the railroad company, but that unless she was 
loaned money she could not prosecute it. Mov- 
ed by her distress, Mr. Lord gave ber mouey 
for months, sometimes as much as $150. Fival- 
ly, his agent made up his mind that she was an 
‘impostor. He went to the Fifty-seventh Street 
Court, where she said her suit was pending, and 
found that nothing was known about ber there. 
He tnen visited her, found her living in fine 
style, and wearing handsome attire. He after- 
wards prevented her from entering Mr. Lord's 
office. This is one case wherein an adventuress 
deceived and robbed Mr. Lord,” said the re- 
porter’s informant, but I could tell of many 
almost similar cases.“ 
MR. LORD'S FORTUNE. 

The fortune which Mr. Thomas Lord, Sr., is 
reputed to have used so extravagantly did not 
always belong to bim. When he retired from 
mercantile business, about twenty-five vears 
ago, he was worth a large amount of movey, 
but between that period and 1868 he Jost the 
greater part of it. „The failure of the Colum- 
biau Fire and Marine Insurance Company, of 
which he was President, weakened bis financial 
condition very much. Shortly after that cvent 
he inherited a large part of the fortune of Mr. 
Rufus L. Lord, which was about $8,000,000. 
Then he was enabied to sell the Columbiau Ip- 
surance Company’s stock at a good figure. 
Upon coming into possession of his large estate 
he insisted that his sons should give up bust 
ness, telling them he was able to support them 
properly. His son Thomas was then 
a member of the firm of Lord & Morgan, 
in the drug business; Charles and Heury were 
in other branches of trade, and Frank was in a 
large banking-house. They gave up their 
occupations, and Mr. Lord settied large annu- 
ities upon them. Mr. Thomas Lord purchased 
a bandsome residence op the Sound at Hunting- 
ton, Long Island, his brother Charles bought 
one on the Hudson. Henry and Frank Lord 
remained in New York, but occasionally made 
trips to Europe. Mr. Lord has within the past 
two years failed to pay bis sons their allowances 
at the appointed times. It is now believed that 
this was on account of the fact that he was con- 
tinually 

SENDING LARGE SUMS OF MONEY 
to some person in E » Although his sons 
were informed that Mr. Lor@pPealized money on 
large amounts ol securities, and the disappear- 
ance of the money could not be accounted for, 
they did not interiere with him at first. It was 
only when Mr. Thomas Lord, Jr., became confi- 
dent that his father would dissipate his entire 
estate if not controlled, that he weut to the old 
gentieman’s office and assumed charge of it. 
His father, it is said, at first strongly objected - 
to his presence, but finaliy agreed to it, 
and said, it is reported, he “thanked 
Giod to be relieved of his em- 
barrassments.“ He then told his son of the 
person in Europe who owed him §600,000, but 
did not reveal the name of tbat debtor. It is 
now estimated that within four years Mr. 
Lord's estate has been less@ned by about 700, 
000. A legal gentleman, who bas been called 
upon to assist in putting the estate in order, 
admitted yesterday that $400,000 worth of 
United States bonds that properly belong to it 
cannot be found. The delicit in stocks and cash 
has not yet been learned. It is not directly 
charged by Mr. Lord’s relatives and their coun- 
sel that Mrs. Hicks, while in Europe, was the 
recipient of ghe money sent there by the old 
gentieman. It 1s a singular fact, however, they 
say, that at the time that lady went to Europe, 
about a year ago, a large amount of United 
States bonds were mysteriously disposed of by 
Mr. Lord; and it is equally suggestive that, 
while Mrs. Hicks was on her way home from 
Europe, in November last, Mr. Lord was very 
gleeful at times, and said very often that a per-

A LAKE WITHOUT BOTTOM, 
Virginia ( Nev.) Enterprise. 

Pyramid Lake is nearly forty miles in length 
by from fifteen to twenty in width. It is but 
4,000 feet above the level of the sea, while Lake 
Tahoe is 6,216 feet above the sea level. The 
lake contains many islands, several. of which, 
near the middle of the lake, rise to the height 
of some hundreds of feet, and are pyramidal in 
form and light gray in color. One tall spire, 
seen far down to the northward, where the lake 
seems shoreless, is perfectly white. A large 
island, probably the largest in the lake, contains 
five or six square miles of comparatively level 
ground, and is covered with vegetation. Up- 
on this island a number of goats were turned 
loose some years since, and they have increased 
at a wonderful rate. so that they may now be 
seen feeding upon every hill. Ther need no 
care, winter or summer, and are about as wild 
as the goats found by Robinson Crusoe on tae 
Island of Juan Fernandez. The lake is of Am- 
mense depth; it is said that near the centre 600 
fathoms of line failed to find bottom. The 
waters of the .lake are brackish, except imme- 
diately about the point where the waters of the 
Truckee River flow into it. 

Owing to the brackishness of its waters, to its 
great depth, or to both depth and brackishness, 
the lake never freezes. 

Although the lake is generally very rough, 
owing to its being exposed to sweeping west- 
eriy winds, the Piute Indians fearlessly navigate 
it in all directions and almost at all times on 
their tule rafts. These rafts are often 
nothing more than a single bundle of 
tules, but when the raft is intended to ac- 
commodate more than one person two or three 
bundles are lashed together and drawn 
into the shape of a clumsy boat. Near shore 
they generally pole these craft about, but 
they frequentiy hoist a sail made of a blau- 
ket and fearlessly steer away so far out upon the 
lake that only their sail remains visible. These 
tule-boats very closely resemble the catamarans 
used by the natives of some of the isiands of 
the South Pacific. They are so buoyant that it 
is impossible to sink them. Far out in the lake 
among islands they set their long lines,strung full 
of books. These they visit on their rafts, and 
sometimes bring in not less than 300 pouads of 
trout at one trip.. The trout are sold at 10 
cepts per pound at the lake, therefore it will 
readily be seen that fishing is a profitable busi- 
ness. 

At the north or lower end of the lake are a 
dozeu or more islands of rock of peculiar and 
picturesque form. These are of solid rock, and 
are from 300 to 400 feet in height. At a dis- 
tance they look like monster mushrooms or 
eggs standing on stems,—such eggs as might 
nave been produced by the roe, that bird of 
ancient times, one wing of which, according to 
lbn-El-Wardee, was 10,000 fatifoms long.. 

It is impossible to climb these rocks, as, while 
their stems form perpendicular walls, it is be- 
yond the power of man to ascend those parts 
where they begin to swell out intodomes. Mr. 
Stiles says he has sounded the lake at the base 
of some of these fantastic islands, and, with the 
longest line at his command, was unable to find 
bottom. ; 

One of the largest of these islands, the tall 
white one seen from toward the head of the 
lake, is not wholly perpendicular on all sides. 
On one of its sides there is a steep slope which 
it is thought might be scaled in some way. 
story is current at the lake that John C. Fre- 
mont, the great Pathfinder,“ found a path to 
the top of this rock. It is believed that he left 
his field glasses and some other instruments of 
value on the summit of the rock, and many at- 
tempts have been made to climb it in order to 
secure these articles. 

The last attempt to scale the pyramid was by 
a sailor, who used a long rope, throwing it up- 
ward until it caught upon a projecting point of 
rock, then drawing himself up, and again throw- 
ing his rope to a rock above. He reached a 
height of about 150 feet, when he was unable to 
find any more projections over which to throw 
his rope, and came near never reaching level 
ground alive. ee was obliged to descend in the 
game way as b effected the aggent, and when 
he finally got down he was Completely ex- 
hausted; his hands were bleeding, and he was 
cut and scratched from head to foot. The fish- 
ermen have now concluded that the only way in

MRS. WELDON AND GOUNOD, 

Mrs. Weldon, the English woman who is 
accused of bewitching Gounod, the famous 
French composer, has given her sioe of the 
story to a voluble correspondent of the New 
York World. Up to 1868 she live quietly in 
North Wales with her husband. She was an 
accomplished vocalist, familiar with all the 
musical masters of the day, and a favorite in 
London aristocratic society. She was the 
daughter of a country gentleman with a dowry 
of $40,000, fond of doiag good as a phbilan- 
thropist. She wanted to found a free music- 
school for poor children, and to this end went 
to London in 1869 to give concerts under aris- 
tocratic patronage. She found plenty ot good 
words but very few shillings, and finally gave 
up her aristocratic friends dnd took to choir- 
singing. It was while thus employed that she 
met Gounod, who, as she says (and as he says 
also), was struck by“ the purity of her voice, 
the art of her metbod, and the noble simplicity 
of ber style.”’ (These are Gounod’s words.) 
He besought her to take the principal part fn 
his new opera, Polyeucte,’”’ and volunteered 
to finish it expressly for her. He associated 
himself with her in her school plan, and Mrs. 
Weldon and her busband nursed him in his 
sickness, popularized bis works in England, 
aud made ap arrangement witb him which was 
beneficial both to him and to the Weldons. To 
snow how ali this benefited Gounod, Mrs. Wel- 
don cites that since he made ber acquaintance 
his works sell for two-thirds more than before. 
All was flourishing until 1874, wher Gounoa, 
after parting with them in the most affectionate 
manner to go to France, suddenly ceased his 
gushing Gay letters and simultaneously the 
Poris press an to abuse her as the fair- 
haired Anonyma from the London gutters, 
who drew the unfortunate French composer 
Gounod into her nets for the purpose of 
robbing him of his art, his brains, his for- 
tune and bealth;” the London papers said not a 
word in her defense, she was surroudded with 
crue] sianders, ber nerves shattered. She would 
have disappeared froin public view except for a 
blind family and five or six orphan children 
whom Gounod and her hati promised to take 
care of. The thougnt of these dependents 
moved her. She tried to induce her husband to 
go with her to France and endeavor to force 
Gounod to carry out his contract, but he re- 
fused, but volunteered to give £1,000 a year to 
carry on the philanthropic work, while the wife 
gives her labor. She says: 

In my opinion my husband should have publicly 
horsewhipped Gouned. I have, perhaps, an ex- 
aggerated feeling on the subject, but I fee) that 
we should be deservedly calumniated and dishon- 
ored if I lived with a man who had not cared to 
protect either himseif or his wife from the most 
atrocious slanders; and had I abandoned my school 
l should have given the right to those who said 
that my husband connived at my dishonor, with 
the intention of getting heavy damages out of 
Gounod as co-respondent. M. Gounod, counting 
on my déspair at the unheard of difficulties of my 

ition, had said that ihis English woman had 
drawn him into her nets by putting on charity's 
mask; that ber children were myths, and her 
school a swindle. This, so far, is my actual re- 
ward for alll have gone through for the love of an 
ideal school and afew poor children—little ‘*no- 
bodies; and yet. as the whole of my world knew. 
1 was a queen of society. With the Gospel for my 
example, I cannot understand how I could ever 
have allowed it to enter my brain that those who 
try to do good in this world are likely to be helped 
or apprecia@d. 

She went alone to Paris, having the original 
score of Polyeucte, and was advertised to 
sing selections from it, but Gounod’s friends 
succeeded in persuading the manager of the 
Italian opera to prevent her appearance. It is 
hardly necessary to remark that the French 
opie do not credit Mrs. Weldon's story, be- 
fieving rather the version told by Gounod, and 
heretofore published.

but, knowing that he would scientifically appre- 
ciate the present, he wished to test his admira- 
tion by this little present. Words could not ex- 
press the delight of the savant. The pot was” 
tenderly carried home, and placed in the most 
favorable spot in bis green-house. Daily 
he would spend hours bending over it, 
watering it, and watching its beauties 
unfold. That little brown stem concealed reve- 
lations which it was to present to him, and he 
would write a paper ov it to be read to the 
Club. With the patience of Bacon beside his 
wonderful brazen bead, he waited, watched, and 
watered. And how was he rewarded?! The 
other morning he concluded that his pet needed 
to have the earth loosened about it. Carefully 
he broke the dirt around the stem. He struck 
something soft and round. Could bis plant be 
bulboust Here was a discovery ind With 
eager fingers he removed the earth and uncov- 
ered a mouse.

It is reported from Washington, on how 
good authority we know not, that the Presi- 


dent, backed by a portion of his, Cabinet, 


intends to use his influence to have the Sil- 
ver bill so modified in the Senate as to re- 
strict the legal-tender quality of the silver 
dollar to that of the greenback, so that it 
will not be received for duties nor paid out 
for either interest or principal of the bonded 
debt. It will be useless for President 
Hayes or his Cabinet to attempt to secure 
any compromise legislation that shall not 
recognize the gilver dollar as a full legal- 
tender. The people will be content with 
the so-called Braxp bill, modified by the 
Allison amendment in the Senate, which 
fixes the coinage at about $50,000,000 
a year, and gives the Government the privi- 


lege of buying the silver bullion and realiz- 


ing any profit there may be in coining it. 
It is generally believed, however, that both 
limitations are unne¢essary, and will prove 
to be some impediment in the realization of 
all the benefits anticipated. It is also be- 
lieved that American remonetization will so 
enhance the bullion value of silver by 
breaking the corner in gold as to leave the 
Government no profit on the coinage ; never- 
theless, the people will accept this compro- 
mise, and leave the desirability of free 
coinage to be determined by future develop- 
ments. But no compromise will be enter- 
tained that contemplates any limitation of 
the legal-tender quality of the silver dollar. 
If President Hayes shall veto a bill incor- 
porating the BLanp and ALuison features, he 
will take upon himself the responsibility. of 
antagonizing well-defined popular senti- 
ment, and in doing this he would be 
directly opposing the responsible theory 
of Government he is understood to favor. 
He will have to bear the blame for an un- 
necessary prolongation of the present era of 
commercial depression and distress; and he 
will make the silver question the issue of the 
Congressional elections next fall, which may 
have the effect of tearing parties to pieces. 
It is certain that the result will be his over- 
whelming defeat, for the entire country 
west of the Alleghanies and south of New 
York and New Jersey will he swept by the 
silver movement. The President may have 
the power, by the interposition of his veto, 
to delay the inevitable, but he will yield to

THE WAR ON THE PRESIDENT. 
The Implacable Republicans in Congress 
have determined to make a direct issue with 
Mr. Hares, and force him to submit to their 
demands or force him out of the Republican 
party. They demand: 1. That the President 
shall dismiss from his Oabinet Messrs. 
Evarts, Scnunz, and Key; . That he shall 
appoint in place of these three gentlemen 
such persons as may he selected by the party 
managers in Congress; and 3.

of the Constitution of the United States and of 
the platform of the Republican party. The 
Constitution makes the President the Ex- 
ecutive of the nation, and not a mere agent 
of the, political party in power as repre- 
sented in Congress. It is his duty to ap- 
point Cabinet officers and all other officers, 
and the Cincinnati platform directs that he. 
shall exercise that power free of Con- 
gressional interference, and that the practice 
of Senators and Representatives control- 
ling appointments and removals of Federal 
officers is an unconstitutional abuse, 
the cause of great evils, and the Presi- 
dent should break up the practice. The 
President might also hand to the Committee 
copies of his letter of acceptance and of his 
inaugural address, in which he assured the 
country that, to the full extent of his oppor- 
tunity, he should execute this instruction of 
the Cincinnati Convention which nominated 
him for the Presidency. 

It is true that the ordinary politician has 
very little regard for platforms. Mr. Conx- 
tine and Mr. Buarne were candidates before 
that Convention, after this platform was 
adopted. Had either been nominated, he 
would have accepted the platform, and then 
dismissed it from his mind forever. Mr. 
Hayes, however, was not a machine politi- 
cian. He was aconscientious man. He ac- 
cepted the platform because he approved 
it, and would not have accepted the nomina- 
tion had he not intended to abide by and ex- 
ecute his pledges. The machine politicians, 
however,, cared nothing for party pledges 
or party platforms, except as a means 
to insure success. Success is the be- 
ginning and end of political principles 
with politicians of the class who are 
leading or following the Congressional war 
upon the President. To them the Cincin- 
nati platform is of no more authority or 
significance than last year's almanac, and 
the pledges made in that platform no more 
than mere empty vaporing intended to catch 
the,votes of honest fools who put faith in 
political professions ! Having served its pu- 
pose in 1876 and secured success, to them 
it is extremely absurd for the President to 
consider himself bound by it, especially when 
the Senators and Representatives of his par- 
ty in Congress insist upon the old practices 
and abuses which that platform promised 
should be reformed. | 

Upon this point the difference between the 
President, who conscientiously insists upon 
carrying out the pollcy proposed by the par- 
ty, and which he personally declared he 
would carry out if elected, and the Con- 
gressional machinists who have no political 
hope higher than individual success, and 
make all things subservient to that end, is 
likely to be irreconcilable. A Senator whose 
term expires a year or three years hence, 
and a Representative seeking re-election next 
fall, and whgse only hope of renomination 
by his party or election depends on the lib- 
eral distribution of offices among those who 
are skilled in controlling caucuses and ma- 
nipulating conventions, cares nothing what- 
ever for last year’s platform. He is willing 
to sink platform and all else for the privilege 
of putting a score or two of active personal 
partisans in office, making them indebted to 
him personally for their appointmegt and re- 
tention in office, and having them paid out 
of the National Treasury to labor for his re- 
election. All these Congressmen depending 
on such agencies for re-election will go to 
the White House to protest against the Pres- 
ident’s policy, to demand the change in the 
Cabinet, and the restoration of the 
old system of appointments. One can 
well imagine the disgust of this whole body 
of machinists upon being invited by the 
President to read the Cincinnati platform, 
and its promises and pledges! Neverthe- 
less, the great mass of the Republicans of 
the country who are not Senators and Rep- 
resentatives seeking renomination and re- 
election, and who are not seeking office 
through the aid of such Senators and Rep- 
resentatives, will probably sustain the Pres- 
ident, and will think his conscientious fidelity 
to his own and the party pledges all the 
more honorable because it finds no support

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 
We commend to the Louisville Courier- 


Journal and to other Southern newspapers 
which are continually harping upon the ben- 
efits to be derived from Tom Scofr’s Texas 
Pacific subsidy, the interview of one of our 
correspondents with Congressman Money, of 
Mississippi, which was printed in our issue 
of Monday. We call the especial attention 
of these papers to the fact that the views 
therein expressed are not those of a Northern 
but of a Southern man; not those of a car- 
pet-bagger, but of anative of Mississippi. 
Mis statement, in brief, is that he introduced 
the bill favoring the Huxrixorox scheme to 
extend the Southern Pacific line eastward 
from Fort Yuma to El Paso, there to meet 
the Tom Scorr road or any other chartered 
by the State of Texas, because he wanted to 
hasten the completion of the road on the 
thirty-second parallel, and because the 
Southern Pacific Company is able to build 
the road cheaper and more quickly than Tom 
Scorr can, and will build it without auy 
Government subsidy, and with no more help 
than the existing land-grant. He also lets in 
a flood of light upon another branch of tue 
subject, which these Southern papers, if they 
are not blind, ought to see by this time, 
namely, the Vinita branch of the Texas 
Pacific, which constitutes the very core of 
Tom Scorr’s scheme. By the aid of this 
branch running north from Fort Worth to 
Vinita in the Indian Territory, there tapping 
the St. Louis & Vinita Road, and at Bt. 
Louis meeting about 5,500 miles of road 
whose terminus is in Philadelphia, the Texas 
Pacific Road goes round the Southérn States 
and isa Southern road only in name. As 
Mr. Money says:

ren Post from Fort Yuma bears some 
valuable testimony. The road bas now been 
extended 632 miles from the Centra) Pacific. 
The Colorado has been spanned by a bridge 
at Fort Yuma, 4nd during the year the road 
will be extended alung the banks of the Gila, 
which joins the Colorado at Fort Yuma, 145 
miles into the heart of Arizona, there being 
steamboat communication already up the 
Gila for miles. The Southern Pacific, 
even if it should make no Eastern eonnec- 
tions, is already an assured success, and is 
securing the whole trade of Arizona for San 
Francisco. This letter says: Already the 
trains come thither loaded with all conceiva- 
ble supplies for the miners, and return with 
no inconsiderable amount of ores.” Such 
enterprise as this applied to an@xtension of 
their road into Texas and Louisiana, or even 
to the Texas border, would stimulate the 
real prosperity of the South, and would meet 
with the faver of the entire North, two re- 
sults which Tom Scort’s scheme, already in 
default and halting for want of Government 
help, can never accomplish,—first, because 
his scheme is not for the benefit of the 
South, and second, because the votes of the 
Northern Congressmen will never be given 
for the subsidy. Mr. Mongy says that no 
bill that Tom Scorr has yet offered will get 
in the States of Alabama, Georgia, North 
Carolina, Virginia, and Kentucky more than 
abont eight votes. 

Summing up the considerations in favor of 
the Money bill, they may be stated concisely 
as follows: 1. The Southern Pacific Road 
will be for the benefit of the South and the 
Texas Pacific will not. 2. The Southern Pa- 
ciſie does not ask for any appropriation of 
money or guarantee of interest on its bonds 
from the National Government, and the 
Texas Pacific cannot be constructed without 
it. 3. The Southern Pacific Road being 
built at private expense, there woulfl be no 
Credit Mobilier or Construction Ring, and it 
would be for the interests of the owners to 


build their line just as cheaply and speedily | 


as possible; and again, if the road should 
prove unsuccessful, the losses would fall 
upon the owners and not upon the whole 
people. 4. The Southern Pacific Company 
has already demonstrated what it can do ‘on 
private capital, and stands ready to complete 
a through line on the thirty-second parallel 
in the same manner. If it be allowed to do 
so without a subsidy, it would forever end 
Tom Scort’s continual assaults upon the 
Public Treasury. If jt were proven that a 
great trans-continental road could be built 
and managed by private capital, it would be 
a death-blow at subsidies. 5. We would 
suggest to the Louisville Courier-Journal 
and other Southern papers which have been 
infatuated with Tom-Scottism that they are 
only working against their own interests in 
working for Tom Scorr, as his subsidy 
scheme will not command the vote of the 
East or West and but a small proportion of 
the vote of the South. We commend to 


them the words of Mr. Money, one of their. 


own Representatives, and he a newspaper 
man: The trouble with most Southern 
newspapers is, that they know what they 
waut, but they don’t always know what their 
Representatives are able to get. I do not 
propose to make attampts which, according 
to my views, must fail, I propose a meas- 
ure which accomplishes our desires, and that 
I feel sure will pass Congress, and will pro- 
mote Southern and National interests.” 


THE SILVER QUESTION IN THE CABINET. 

Several newspapers throughout the coun- 
try have had Washington advices that Pres- 
ident Hayes brought up the question of sil- 
ver remonetization before a Cabinet meeting 
last Friday, with the purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether the Cabinet could agree upon 
any measure which the President ought to 
approve. It is said that, in the event of an 
agreement, a bill would be framed and an ef- 
fort made to have it passed by Congress, in 
order that the President might not be placed 
in the position of antagonizing Congress and 
the people in this matter. Other special 
dispatches from Washington assert that the 
Cabinet took no action on the question 
whatever; that it was not mentioned while 
the Cabinet was in session, but was only in- 
formally talked over by some of the mem- 
bers after adjournment. The first and most 
circumstantial story alleges that there was 
a great diversity of opinion; that all the par- 
ties to the disctission admitted the necessity 
of conceding some measure of remonetiza- 
tion in response to the popular demand; 
that the President intimated very distinctly 
that he would feel it his duty to veto the so- 
called BLAND bill; and, finally, that there 
was an adjournment without an agreement 
upon any definite pian. It is represented 
that the discussion was narrowed down to 
one of two propositions, viz.: That a general 
scheme of remonetization demands that the 
weigut of the silver dollar should be in- 
creased to correspond with the present 
value of silver bullionin gold coin, which 
would be at the rate of 17} or 173 to1; or, 
in case of remonetization of the silver dollar 
of the old standard, it should either be made 
interconvertible with greenbacks (which 
would exclude it altogether from payment 
for duties), or made reccivable for duties to 
a limited amount. . 

Of course all this information is un- 
oflicial,—it may or may not be correct; or 
it may be partially correct and partially in- 
correct. But it is in order to say that 
neither of the propositions on which the 
Cabinet is reported to have settled will 
satisfy the people, nor be entertained by a 
majority of Congress in behalf of the people. 
The theory that a remonetization of the 
silver dollar demands that the weight of 
that dollar be increased to correspond to the 
present London bullion value of silver as 
measured by “cornered” gold, is simply 
absurd. It is in plain defiance of the expe- 


rience of all the rest of the world,—even, 


with our own experience before the silver 


dollar was demonetized,—which teaches that 


15} ounces of silver to 1 ounce of gold is 
the proper basis for equalizing the money 
value of the two- metals. At the rate of 16 
to 1, the ola American standard, the silver 
dollar was always too dear, and it would not 
freely circulate, but was exported in pur- 
chase of goods. This proposition likewise 
ignores entirely the influence of a lawful- 
tender function, in spite of the fact that the 
forty millions of subsidiary coin (whose 
bullion value is only 85 counts in gold) eireu- 
lates at 97}, or at par with Preenbacks, by 
reason of being a legal-tender for $5 
only, and also in spite of the fact 
that all the Latin Union countries 
of Europe, and also the German Empire, 
maintain silver coin at par (to the amount of 
more than one-third of their entire specie 
circulation) by making it a full legal-tender. 
To begin the recoinage of the silver dollar 
at the rate of the present bullion value of 
silver would be to make the Government as- 
sume an immense loss in the purchase of sil- 
ver bullion at rising rates. in order to make 
an overweighted dollar, and it would also be 
necessary to order a general recoinage of all 


the silver every few weeks at a lower ratio in | 


order to keep the silver coin in circulation. 
As the London Times has said, the remonetiz- 
ation of the silver dollar would equalize the 
values of silver and gold coin; and at the, 


rate of 16 to 1, the American dollar would | 


paid for by the Govermment. tor private business, 


soon prove, according to past experience, to 
be comparatively too heavy, and ought to be 
reduced to the European standard of 15}

The other proposition said to have been 
considered by the Cabinet—to make the sil- 
ver merely convertible with greenbacks, and 
hence not receivable for duties, or to limit 
its legal-tender capacity—will not satisfy the 
demands of the vast majority of the people. 
Such action wonld little better the 
situation. The same corner on gold 
that now exists could still be main- 
tained. The remonetization is not asked 
in a, manner that would still leave the coun- 
try to prepare for resumption in gold alone. 
That course would make no difference in the 
present condition of things. The demand is 
that silver sliall be recognized as full money, 
not a mere substitute or makeshift for 
money. It is one of the two metals that the 
civilized world has agreed upon for the 
longest period of time asa medium of ex- 
change and measure of values. The elimina- 
tion of silver from the stock of money has 
artificially contracted the measure and 
equivalent of values; property has declined 
in proportion as gold has become dearer, and 
the business of the country is almost paralyzed 
at the mere prospect of being compelled to 
adjust all differences on the basis of scarce, 
dear gold alone, which is known to be in- 
adequate for the double duty which a class 
of sharks want it to discharge. The only 
way to avert the calamity is to place silver 
on the level it always occupied in our Ameri- 
can system when we were on a specie basis. 


THE LATEST FINANCIAL FRAUD. 

The failure of the Nerrer Brothers and 
Boyner & Co., New York brokers, has served 
to bring to light a system of fraud which, 
there is reason to believe, is practiced more 
or less by brokers and financial agents in all 
large cities. Rehypothecation is what it 
is called, but in the way in which it is 
practiced, the term is only a variation for 
swindling. The practice consists in borrow- 
ing money on securities left with the broker 
or banker as collateral on a loan. Thusa 
borrower of $5,000 from the Netrer Brothers 
would deposit with them $10,000 worth of 
railroad or other stock to secure the loan. 
The Nerrer Brothers would then take the 
$10,000 of stock and pledge it with some 
other broker or banker for its face, —$10,000, 
—making their note for the latter amount. 
In this transaction they would be able to 
bortow $5,000 (the difference between the 
amount they advanced and the amount they 
borrowed on the securities) without pledging 
any securities of theirown. The transaction 
on its face is fraudulent, because it makes 
use of other people’s property without their 
consent. But it becomes a positive 
swindle from the fact that it is necessary to 
make an absolute transfer of the stock or 
bonds deposited as collateral. The security 
then becomes the property, to all intents 
and purposes, of A. B., the lender of the 
first money, and he has the power to trans- 
fer it to C. D., another broker, banker, or 
money-lender. The Courts have held, we 
believe, that C. D.’s lien on the securities is 
good as against everybody, including the 
réal owner of the stock or bonds, until his 
claim shall be ‘paid in full. Under this 
practice, it is hazardous to borrow money 
and leave collaterals of double or greater 
value than the loan (which is always de- 
manded), except from those whose personal 
character and responsibility are satisfactorily 
knowa to the borrower. There isa general 
impression that the man who lends the 
money is the only one who takes a risk, but 
this is a serious mistake. It frequently 
happens that a man who wants an accommo- 
dation loan of, say, $10,000 puts up stock 
of the value of $30,000 or $40,000 to 
secure it. There is nothing in the form 
of making this transfer which indicates that 
it is made for the purpose of securing a note, 
but it is the same asif stock had been actual- 
ly sold. The broker or money-lender who 
holds it may negotiate a loan thereon of 
double or three times the amount he ad- 
vanced, and the original borrower can only 
get back his property by paying the second 
loan, or two or three times as much as he 
borrowed, We believe this has been settled 
upon as the law, but, even if the question be 
still open, every man who borrows money on 
collateral which is more valuable than 
the loan runs the risk of a long and costly 
lawsuit to get back his property, if he places 
it in the hands of a broker or banker who is 
likely to rehypothecte it. 


A curious instance of ambiguity of expression 
occurred in the Associated Press dispatches 
yesterday, as follows: 

Sr. Peternssune, Jan. 6.—It is rumored that 
Austria and Germany have vetoed the idea of 
opening the Dardanelies to Russian vesseis only.

The Dismay of the Good Old Bishop to Think 
the Thing Got Out.

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 7.—A real sensation bas 
occurred here.

It is a rule of the hospital that alt the 
lights shall be out at 9 o’clock.. But some of 
the nurses. seeing licuts late at night in this 
Reverend gentleman’s apartment, took the lib- 
erty to look in at the transom-light over the 
door. Here they beheld a sight which 
BROUGHT HORROR TO THEIR PIOUS SOULS. 

There was the Mother Superior and the holy 
Father engaged in a riot over their wine-glasses. 
Watching them for a short time, other name- 
less imoproprieties were beheld.

There are traces of unusual cleverness and in- 
genuity in the arrangement of comic signations, 
and there are occasional hints of something better 
than that, in the crude sketch of the main character 
in the play. But as a dramatic fiction it has 


no coherence, and no fntelligible motive. It is 


quite possivle to combine the emotional and the 
humorous, and make them work together hasmo- 
niously. In this case the two elements—if we 
may call them so—move in parallel lines. We 
have an emotional scene, then @ comic one, 
then an emotional, and so on 10 the 
close. The first act is purely introductdry, 
and merely makes us acquainted with the 
different personages. There is an old dandy of 
the traditional type, who is pestered by the atten - 
tions of an ancient flirt; a beuevolent old physician, 
who is born to give sound advice and rectify 
wrongs; a young nephew, whois in love; an ec- 
centric naturaiist, who might be called a 
humerous excrescence; a Scotch servitor. 
with a brogue; a eiddy youn flirt of 
tee period: a sweet oung girl, all love 
and trustfulness; a youthful matron, with a past 
history; an inexplicable rascal who is the key to 
the locked door of that past; and last, but not 
least ig portant of all, an — old lady, who 
has parlors on Staten Island and in New York 
which are apparently open to all the persons who 
take u hand in the game. They have access to 
these parlors at all times and in all 
possible guiscs. Here the lover n deciare his 

assion to the mistress of hie heart. Here the 

ind-hearted physician can take the said lover to 
task, after he has been ejected from the premises. 
Here the indsidious villain with forbidding aspect, 
unkempt and unspaved, can bribe faithful servi- 
tore. and extract family secrets. Here the en- 
tomologist can circulate around, like a harm- 
less idiot, and make notes. Miracu- 
lous preservation of the unities. The 
action occupies, in time, eighteen months and one 
week, and in space—these parlors. For that mat- 
ter it might be as weil confined to one parlor, for 
there is no reason that one can sce why the scene 
shoulda be changed from Staten Island to New 
York any more more than it should be transferred 
from Clark street to Dearborn street, if the play 
happened to be tocated in Chicage. 

Tne author means to tell us a tale of motnerly 
devotion, and this is about how he does it. Fred 
Lencolta (Learock) is in love with Alice Somers 
(Miss Graham), and he declares his passion. She 

ives him to understand that she loves bim, but 
hat there is a past, which staggers him, and the 
curtain falls on the first act—him stagvering. 
Meanwhile a considerable amount of flirtation 
and frolie has been going On among the other peo- 
ple who are introduced as accessories, but havin 
no vital concern in the fate of the two principa 
personages. In the same act we behold an un- 
couth blackguurd, fresh from California, enter the 
parior, bri the faithful Scotch servitor 
with money, play drunk, ‘and obtain an 
audience with Alice Somers. This 16 Albert 
Cds (Mr. Wessels), husband of Alice, the cause 
of all her woe, and the husband of her child Adi‘h 
(Geraldine Maye). He is a vulgar villain this, you 
tan see at once, and merely wants cash. An m- 
terval of eighteen months clapses, when we find

there is mutual recognition, and the two find they 
gre still madly in love. Suu drops out of sight 
for the time.

But no. She veils the fact in 
mysterious phrases known only to the stage. She 
takes Ldith*away from him.

‘>For your sake!’ Tableaux. This is rather 
hard on poor Adith, who does not guess what is 
going on. Andin the meanwhile the rascal husband, 
disguised as a piano-tuner, has come in, and been 
recognized, ana defied. and has gone away shak- 
Ing hir fist, as who should say, but a day will 
come. And the comic personages have been pur- 
euing their flirtations, etc., with a curious uncon- 
sciousness Of all that has been going on.

PROF. SUMNER, OF YALE. 

Prof. Sumner, who was received with applause, 
said that a few days ago a man said to shak- 
ing his clenched fist the while.

The speacer good-humoredly observed that 
had heard that the first thing s public — 1 
ought to do was to find out the state of mind of his 
hearers, and he was glad that be had already done 
0. [Laughter.] The question was one for de- 
liberation and argument, and if one-half our citi- 
zens said that the debate was closed a state of war 
was at once declared. It mattered not whether the 
weapons were guns or votes; it meant simply 
that the people were divided into two _— 
debtors and creditors. Did it mean that they had 
come to that? [A voice, It does. ] this 
broad distinction was to be Wh, every man must 
look out for his own wounds. Every laboring man 
belonged to the creditor class. He was speaking 
from that standpoint, for he had nothing. A man 
with nothing but his labor to depend upon wanted 
to get the highest possible. price for that labor. 
They must make no mistake as to what constituted 
a debtor ora creditor. In his opinion all men liv- 
ing by labor were interested in obtaining the high- 
est and most stable form of currency. 

There was another point beside that of the re- 
lations of debtor and creditor which must be con- 
sidered, and that was the question of what con- 
duced to the highest national interests. The 
subject was a difficult, technical, scientific one. 
and had taken him many years of study. It would 
be impossible for him to put his conclusions into a 
few words, or to condense them into one ure. 
For these reasons he would treat the ubject 
simply from a popular poipt of view. He 
found in one of the Chicago morning newspapers 
a statement to the effect that, if you took an ounce 
of gold coin to any broker in France, Switzerland. 
Germany, or any other of the Conti- 
nental nations, he would give in exchange 
for it precisely 15% omnces of silver and 
no more, and that in exchange for 15% ounces of 
silver he would give an ounce of gold. This was 
entirely incorrect, for it assumed that the broker 
kept largt stocks of gold and silver on hand which 
he was ready to exchange at any moment without 
charging brokerage, which was not the fact. The 
trouble was that writers who took the silwr side 
of the question either misunderstood or miscon- 
strued what facts they used, and omitted to men- 
tion many facts which they should have dealt with. 
Be wow pass to the consideration of the question 
as to ) 

WHAT THE CONSEQUENCES OF THE REMOKETIZA- 

TION OF SILVER WOULD BE. 
Sis first proposition was that if silver was re- 
mouetized on the basis of 412% grains to the 
dollar the effect would be a depreciation of from 
8 to 10 per cent on greenbacks. Both gold and 
silver would at fret advance in price as measured 
by greenbacks. But, when le had got what 
silver they needed, it would fectine in price below 
that of paper. and the permanent result would be 
the depreciation aforesaid. Little silver woula 
come into the country. It was generaliy believed 
that silver would advance in value, and 
its advocates claimed that it would appréciate 
to par with gold. This he did not believe, and 
there was grave reason to doubt that the dollar of 
112% grains would appreciate at all if silver were 
remonetized. The Germans had $100,000, 000 
worth of silver, and would constantly throw it on 
the market if silver were remonetized. To re- 
monetize silver on the basis of 16 to 1 would make 
it absolutely impossible forthe Latin Union to keep 
up a bi-metallit standard. There was no free mint 
in existence where silver could be coined at the 
ratio of 15% to 1. To remonetize the silver dollar 
as 1 would cause the Latin Umon to 
flood the market, for America would be outbidding 
them. For this reason it would seem that the 
American silver-producer had nothing to gain by 
the proposed remonetization. Neither had the 
Western farmer end the Southern planter, who 
exported their prodacts. The bonds and other se- 
curities were held abroad, and remonetization 
would cause a panic and depreciation in such se- 
curities. A large part of the products of the soil 
would, therefore, go to pay for these. bonds an 
securities, and general disturbance in exchange 
would follow. 

The only man who would be benefited by the 
proposed remonetization was the manufacturer, 
whe would probably find that his movable products 
would advance in price 8 to 10 percent. Was it 
reasonable to suppose in the present state of the 
labor- market that the laborer could force an in- 
crease in his wages in like proportion? As to real 
estate, that was the very last thing to rise in value 
and the first to fall, and indebted real-estate men 
peed hope for no assistance from remonetization. 
There was one class which would benefit, and that 
was the money-brokers. All the recklcas specula- 
tore were in favor of remoné¢tization, for they 
could in that case erect a Silver Board side by side 
with the Gold Board in Wall street, and thus have 
a double chance for speculation. 

PEOPLE THOUGHT THIS THING COULD BB DONE 
ONCE FOR ALL, 
but this was a mistake. It was impossible to 
prophesy ali the results of remonetization, but 
there waa no doubt that they would be wides 
and disastrous. The first question was that of the 
effect of remonetization on the public credit. If 
ever a promise was made and solemnly ratified, the 
romise that the United States would pay for the 
nds in gold was so made.

A creditor could not bring a 
delinquent nation before any tribunal, nor could 
he get judgment against it. Still there were two 
sides to it; this nation might want to borrow again, 
and ifthis scheme were carried out foreign capital- 
jute would not lend.

Arguments in the Whisky Cases—Record of 
Judgments, New Suits, Etc. 
The argument Of the demurrers to the pleas 
in the assessment cases against the South 


Branch Distilling Company, the Blackhawk 


Distillery, Dickenson, Leach & Co., and others, 
was continued all day yesterday before Judge 
Drummond. Assistant District Attorney 
Thomson opered for the Government. He ar- 
gued that, as to the charges of collusion, 


assessments were made, that question could not 
be raised now, since the statute provided that 
the whisky-men might appeal from an assess- 
ment after it was made, and they, having failed 
to do so, could nut now have a retrial of the 
assessment, or the facts on which it 


| was based. The only question that could 


be raised now on the assessments 
was whether the Commissioner had ample au- 
thority to make it, and it could not be attacked 
on the ground that he had formed his conclu- 
sions on insufficient proof or perjured testi- 
moby. 

As to the cases in which pardon was pleaded, 
a pardon remitted nothing but the punishment 
or other penalties of crime. The present suits 
were for the collection of taxes, not for penal- 
ties, and there was no power in the Government 
to pardon away taxes. In regard to the plea 
set up by others that they had made a bargaiu 
with the Government by which they pleaded 
guilty to an indictment and submitted to a for- 
ſeiture of their property on condition that there 
should be no turther prosecution, Mr. Thom- 
son claimed that nobody under the Government 
had the power to barter away taxes in consider- 
ation of somebody pleading guilty to a crime. 

Finally, the question of unmunity was a ques- 
tion wholly for the Executive, as to whether a 
pardon should be —, lf a pardon had 
been granted, it could not Pelease the defend- 
ants so as to put an end to the present suits. 

Mr. S. K. Dow followed on behalf of Dicken- 
son, Abel & Co. and Dickenson, Leach & Co. 
He insisted that the Commissioner of Internai 
Revenue could make no assessment unless he 
had legal evidence on which to base it. He 
claimed that the assessment of the Commission- 
er had the same forve as a jedgment. Fur- 
thermore, he claimed unequivocally that, in 
those cases where it was charged that the Com- 
misstoner was a party to frauds by which the 
assessment was made, be had a right to show 
that to the Court in defense against the assess- 
ment. The present assessments were made 
without notice, and they were a great hardship 
to the deicndanis. 

Mr. Vocke also, on behalf of some of the 
whisky men, claimed that the assessments were 
in violation of the Constitution, The Assessor, 
in making them, had attempted to exercise ju- 
dicial powers,—hearing testimony and deterinin- 
ing on it,—a power Which Cougress could not 
give him. It wasforacourt only to hear and 
determine ou the testimony,@0d only a court 
was authorized to decide whether these men 
were liable or not. 5 

Judge Drummond remarked that it was too 
well settled to be argued that the Government 
had aright to determive what officer should 
make assessments, and bow faxes should be 
collected, and the point had been too long set- 
tled to be open for argument how. 

Col. Juessen argued that the contract made 
by Powell under which be had pleaded guilty 
to an indictment against him, was a contract 
which was to be enforced against the Govern- 
ment just like a contract with any private indi- 
vidual. By that contract the Government had 
agreed to release him from all obligation, and it 
should be compelled to carry it out. 

Mr. H. S. Monroe claimed tuat the assessment 
did not show sufficient facts to make it conclu- 
sive that the Commissioner had jurisdiction to 

ke the assessments- 
~ Judge Drummond, without deciding the ques- 
tions raised, said he was inclined to the same 
opinion he had expressed befgre, that the ques- 
tion of what agreement had been made on be- 
half of the Government was not a question for 
the jury but for the Court, perhaps be- 
fore trial, perhaps after verdict. He would 
not undertake to say then. As to the question 
of the jurisdiction of the Commissioner and 
the sufficiency of the assessment, very much

THE SECOND ADVENT. 
THE METHODIST MINISTERS 

held their regular weekly meeting yesterday 
morning in the Conference rooms at No. 57 
Washiogton street, Presiding Eider Willing in 
the chair. Mr. Blackstone led the devotional 
exercises, after which the subject of Christ’s 
second coming was again taken up for discus- 
sion, Mr. Blackstone being accorded the floor. 
The question to which he proceeded to address 
himself was whetber he second coming would 
be before or after the Millennium. A diagram 
was displayed showing the progress of Christ’s 
earthly kingdom, including the calling of Abra- 
ham, the crucifixion, the foundation of the Chris- 
tian Church, the tribulation, the Millennium, 
the latter stage of existence verging 
upon eternity. The speaker adduced, as 
evidence of what he had to say, 
quotations from the Scriptures, Old and 
New. In fact, the quotations formed the larger 
part of his remarks, and several of his hearers 
were observed methodically taking notes for fu- 
ture! reference. A persecuted Church, said Mr. 
Blackstone, could not exist when the Millen- 
nium really came. At present she was not only 
persecuted, but her condition was that described 
in Revelation as lukewarm, Jesus had prom- 
ised to come and receive us uno Himself, and 
this he believed to signify Christ’s actual, visi 

ble coming to take unto Himself the Church 
spoken of in the Scriptures as the Bride. ‘This 
rapturous meeting of the Christ and His Bride 
would come before the Millennium, being the 
time of the redemption of the body. When 
Christ did come with the crv, ** Bebold, the 
Bridegroom cometh!’ He would find the 
Church in its proper attitude of working, watch- 
ing, and waiting. Un the earth those who 
had no part in that Second Coming would be in 
great tribulation. At that time there would be 
great wickedness, but anti-Christ would be 
destroyed at tue end of this period by 
the Second Coming of Christ and His angels. 

At this time, the speaker believed, the Israelites 
would be restored, and rebuild their Temple, 

There were several texts on this point, all of 

which were summed up in Acts xv., 15-16. The 
tribulation would culminate in flaming tire, af- 
ter which Christ would come as the refiner of 

the world. The deliverance of the Church was 
one thing, and the judgment was another. Af- 
ter the period of tribulation came the Millen- 
nium, as described by the prophets. At the 
close of this period Satan would be loosed for a 


season, Death destroyed, Time ended, and 
Eternity begun. ‘or this pre-Millen- 
nial doctrine of Christ he blessed 


and thanked God. It had been taught bv 
the Fathers and the Martyrs, inciuding Ignatius 
Irenaeus, Justin Martyr, and others. It was 
only at a comparatively late period that it had 
been brought into question by Daniel Whitby. 
The Millennial period would be a literal reign of 
Christ on earth. The post-Millennial brethren 
who condemned the Jews for not interpreting 
literally the prophecies concerning Christ’s 
First Coming now blamed the pre-Millennial 
brethren for interpreting prophecy literally. 
Aboye all, while we never were told in Scrip- 
ture to watch for the Millenyjum, we were con- 
tinually told to watch for Cffist’s Second Com- 
ing, which must, therefore, be before the Mil- 
lennium. God had held this glorious hope be-

He did not 
doubt that Christ might come visible at any 
time. It was so easy to build up theories on 
isolated texts, but he belieyed honest mistakes 
would be pardoned. Mistakes were easy be- 
cause the chrondlogy of prophecy was not given 
us to build upon. The Jews were not 80 
much to blame for misunderstandg the proph- 
ecies concerning Christ’s First Coming, and 
it was quite possible that we might be mis- 
taken in the prophecies concerning His Second 
Coming. Thousands of years might intervene 
between the events alluded to in these isolated 
passages of Scripture. In short, he believed 
that Christ was among us now, and he believed 
that the best thing the Church could do was to 
preach that coming—preach it as it was ound 
inthe Bible. He had scarcely ever heard a 
sermon in which it was not alluded to. What- 
ever might be the truth as to fire and post- 
millennalism, this was true: that Christ would 
come to our hearts if we went down on our 
knees and gave ourselves to Him. We could 
wait for the coming of His sun from Heaven 
while His glory was in our hearts from day to 
day, aud we should have just the same glory as 
though we lived on to the close of the age.

NO MURDER. 

Yesterday morning at avout daybreak William

THE LAST GRAND. JURY. 
SOME DAMAGING STATEMENTS. ‘ 

During the early days of the Jast Grand Jury a 
woman made a complaint against Dr. O Farrell, of 
Lafayeite, Ind., charging him with having com- 
mitted an abortion upon her. It was reported to 
the papers that an indictment had been fonnd, and 
such was indeed the case. The doctor, bearing of 
it, came straight fo the citv, saw his lawyer. Gen. 
Stiles. whose physician he had been in other days, 
and they jointly went over and saw the State's 
Attorney, and found that the indictment had not 
(as Dr. O' Farrel! expected) been returned. So all 
ne could do was to tell his side of the case to the 
State's Attorney. Sadsequentiy the attorney for 
this woman, Mr. Joan Hunter, became convinced 
that there was nothing in the ease, and wrote the 
fullowing letter to tac States Attorney on the 
suoject, which was read to the Grand Jury: 

Orrice OF THE STATS'S-ATTOREKY. Cue, Jan. 2, 
1878.— lu the hon. F. B. Weber, Assistant Stute’s- At- 
tor neg-Draunsix: After a consultation with my client, 
Miss Williams, and considering ai! the circumstances 
of the case, she and myself congider that the cnds of 
justice wonld be sufficient!y satisfied with an in fict- 
ment against the defendant, Reynolds. only, and that 
the caseanay be igaored so far as Dr. O' Farrell is con- 
cerned. The matter, however, is in the hands of the 
people, and if you agree with me, I sce no reason why 
the views of the prosecuting Witness should not be car- 
ried out by the Jury. Yours, JOuN A. HUNTER. 

Afterwards Gen. Stiles was visited by a person 
who represented himself as an acent for some of 
the members of the Grand Jury. and who stated 
that, for a consideration. seven of them would 
vote to reconsider the indictment found against 
Dr. O'Farrell, and that they could succeed in 
smashing if. Gen. Stiles decline® to enter into 
any such arrangement. Neither his client nor 
himself could aford todo amything of the kind. 
Subsequent intimations that the matter might be 
settled met with a prompt révuff. The jury stil! 
held on to the cuse, failing to take any action 
on it until Saturday, when it became appar- 
ent te the corrupt ones among them that 
there was no money to be made out of it, and they 
voted, it is understood, against the expostalations 
of the State's Attorney or his Assistautto return the 
indictment into court, and it was done, Yesterday 
morning, however, on the motion of the State's 
Attorney, it was promptly dismissed, he being 
aware, as are all whoare acquainted with the facts, 
that there was nothing in the Case on which to base 
even a ghost of an indictment.

THE BANKS. 
WILLIAM F. PNDIOCOTT. 

Otis R. Glover, the Receiver of the Central 
National Bank, yesterday fileda bill in the United 
States Circuit Court against William F. Endicott, 
E. M. Endicott, Sylvester Sibley, Henry W. Dudley, 
and James S. Smale, to compe! the alleged default - 
ing President of the bank to make good the amount 
he is charged to have stolen. The Receiver, after 
making the usual statement of facts as to the or- 
ganization of the bank, its failure, and his appoint- 
ment, says that W. F. Endieott was its President 
and the holder of a large amount of its stock which 


has been fraudulently disposed of. He was 
also indebted td the bank in the eum 
of $18, 800, evidenced by six notes, one for $1, 000, 
made Jan. 14 1877, due on demand; one for 
$3,300, dated June 2, 1877, due in six months; 
another for $5,000, dated Sept. 15, 1877. due in 
six months; another for $5,000, dated Sept. 27, 
1877. due in four months; and another for $4, 500, 
dated Nov. 12, 1877, and due in six months. All 
of these were signed William F. Endicott, trus- 
tee, und all were payable to tlie order of the 
bank. Endicott also owes the bank $35, 000 more, 
as shown by a note for that amount dated Nev. 21, 
1877, dne on demand, signed by Endicott, trus- 
tee, and issued for the benefitgf Mr. Endicott in 
his own proper person. Th notes represent 
stock which he undertook to sell to the bank in 
violation of the law, and the stock now 
stands in the name of M. F. and Kk. M. Endicott, 
trustees. Cash to the amount of $53,000—the 
amount of the face value of the notes—hus been 
taken from the bank by Endicott under the form of 
a transfer of stock to the Endicotts as trustees, 
but the Keceiver charges that Endicott is liable for 
the umount of those notes. The capital stock of 
the bank was $200,000. The law prohibits the 
officers of the bank from taking a note of acreditor 
for an amount greater than one-tenth of the cap- 
ital stock of the bank, and Endicott, py taking the 
note of K. M. Endicott, trustee, for $35,000, hax 
thus rendered himself liable to that amount.

Of course, 
he is beyond service of process, and the Receiver 
can find no property belonging to him except his 
interest im the firm of Sibley, Endicott & Co., 
whelesale grocers in this city. The Receiver is in- 
formed that after the suspension of the bank W. 
F. Endicott sold his interest in the firm for $85, - 
000, of which $2, 500 was paid in cash and the re- 
mainder in the notes of the firm. 

It is charged that the members of the firm knew 
the sale of Kudicott's interest was made to defraud 
the creditors of the bank, and knew that the bank 
had failed, so that the sale was frandulent and 
should be set aside. The property of the firm 
consists iargely of bills receivable and book ac- 
counts which cannot be reached at law by mesne 
process, and it is 8 in order io 
reach Endicott'es interest to have an account 
stated, and possibly the firm’s assets sola. The 
Receiver therefore asks that the members of the 
firm may be compelled to simw the amount of W. 
F. Endicott's interest, that the latter may de de- 
eee pow gre to the bank and the amount ascer- 
tained, that hia sale of his interest in the firm may 
be deciared fraudulent, and that it may be sold to 
eatisfy his debt to the bank. Messrs. Williams 
& Thompson appear for the Receiver.

He bases his claim to $24,000 
on the faet that the county has withheld 
from him 15 per cent of his contract price until his 
contract has been completed, and, although he has 
not complied with his contract, ne thinks it ener- 
ous to have to wait for the hold-vack, etc. end- 
ing his importunities new issues have arisen, ana 
one of the other contractors has announced that, 
if the $24,000 is attempted to be paid him, he 
will enjoin the Board; 
introduction of the granite contract into the build- 
ing annailed so much of the contracts of the other 
contractors as proviged that they should look to one 
another and not to the county for damages at any 
time, and proposes to claim damages of the coun- 
ty for delays, etc., occasioned by the granite man. 
These issues have tended to complicate the situa- 
tion, and the force of the reasoning of the other 
contractors has impressed the members of the 
Board, who see that in paying the granite man the

*> Vounchers,”’ which are intended to throw some 
light on the expense item in that official's late 
sewi-annual report. A reporter glanced at the 
bundle, and his attention was particularly attract- 
ed to a $20 bill on top of the package. — 
the package and examining the contents, he foun 
that the $20 bill was one of the ** vouchers,” and 
that it was a counterfeit, and purvorted to have 
been taken in by Lieb for fees; at all events, it 
was charged up as one of the tems of expense. 
Anotner voucher “ w a receipt from one of 
Liebes employes for $25. Which the employe had 
not been Waid by mistake. Another was for $40 
paid to Anton Boenert as discount on the October 
pay roll of the office. Another was for $167.25, 
which was in the shape of a due-bill from Arno 
Voss in some tax-redemption matters, and another 
was for $2.50 for aadress-cards for Mr. Lieb. The 
masse of the ** expense’ account, hoWever, was 
covered by numerous so-called vouchers in the 
shape of receipts from Lieb's book - 
keeper showing that Lieb bad paid 
him for sundty exvenses large and various 
sums from time to time. The teceipt for June 
was for $160.57: for July, $68.18; for August, 
$111.35; fur September, $112.90; and for October, 
$93.75. There was no other explanation of the 
‘*sundry expenses thau was shown in the re- 
ceipt of his bookkeeper to him, but, inasmach as 
there were no vouchete for the General's 
numerous deeds of charity during the last six 
month, it is fair to infesthat this item is covered 
in the’ sundry-expense account. The Finance 
Committee will look through the vouchers to-day. 
and also through Liebes report and his books, and 
he will, no doubt, have hard work to explain 
some things away, especially this charity or 
**sundry-expense account, tor his bookkeeper's 
explanation, repeatedly given heretofore, was tnat 
he was told to make the charges witnout knowing 
what they were for, and it may prove upon an ex- 
amination that he also gave the receipts which now 
turn up as vouchers under the same circam- 
sLances.

THE RIOT RECORD. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

PrrrssuRG, Pa., July 7.—The history of the 
terrible July riots has been revived by the .pub- 
lication of Adjt.-Gen. Latta’s report of the 
military movements at that time. Gen. Latta’s 
intention in this report very plainly was to 
reply to the famous presefitment of the Alle- 
gheny County Grand Jury, and to head off the 
efforts now being made to get the State to as- 
sume the burden of the riot losses in place of 
the county, om which it rests under the present 
law. Gen. Latta’s production, although in 
much better taste than the Grand Jury’s pre- 
sentment,—which, by the way, was the work of 
that Jacksovian old Democrat, James P. Barr, 
of the /’ost,—is not much better adapted to 
serve his purposes. Viewed as an effort to con- 
ciliate the rest of the State and pro- 
duce a good feeling toward Allegheny County, 
the Grand Jury's production cannot 
considered a success. Now, Gen. Latta discloses 
some things that be would have been wiser to 
have beld tongue about. For instance, he 
snows that the military was not called out upon 
the request of the civil adtflorities of Allegheny 
County, but upon the request of the Pennsylva- 
nia Raiiroad officials, before there bad been any 
breach of the peace at Pittsburg; and that the 
direction of their movements was taken out of 
the hands of the Sheriff, and they were con- 
trolled by Vice-President Cassatt, of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, and Adjt.-Gen. Latta 
himself, up to the time when the collision be- 
tween the troops and the strikers precipitated 
the scenes of bloodshed that followed. His re- 
port also gives the details of the story, which 
was pretty weil understood here before, how 
these gentlemen had raised the storm. Instead 
of staying at their posts and patting down the 
riot, as they could have done with a little er- 
getic and decisive action, they discreetly retired 
down the Ohio River to Beaver, about forty 
miles away, and then watched their opportunity 
to slip off to Harrisburg. Everybody who has 
much to say about the July riots is rather the 
worse for it. The fact is that nearly every one 
who had anything to do with the affair made a 
fool of himself, or worse. The workingmen 
were crazy, and the military officers were idiots. 
The only persons who took any credit out of 
the affair were Gen. Brinton, of Philadelphia, 
who did the best he could when deserted by his 
superiors, and Gov. Hartranft, whose energy 
and courageous action reduced the State to 
—— in about a week after he assumed com- 
mand. 


TRADE OF PITTSBURG, 
„ Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Prrrssund, Pa., Jan. 7.—Figuring up the 
trade movements here for the past year we flud 
that, notwithstanding the depression that has 
weighed upon our iron and coal interests ever 
since 1873, accompanied by strikes, flouds, and 
riots, the vitality of these industries hus caused 
a material increase in their volume. The re- 
ceipts of raw tron for use in the roiling-milis 
here during 1873 foot up tothe liberal aggregate 
of 482,711 tons, of which 190,885 tons were pig 
metal, 195,595 tons ore, and the balance scrap 
iron and blooms. This represents an increase 
in the volume of operations of 124¢ ver cent on 
the total of 1876, and over 5 per vent over 1873. 
Only two years in the history of the iron trade 
show a larger volume of operations, nainely, 
1878 and 1874 On the other hand, the volume 
ot coal shipments down the Ohio River is the 
largest ever made in a single vear, reaching the 
immense aggregate of 66,936,500 bushels, —11, 
300,000 bushels more than in 1576, and 4,900,000 
more than in 1875, which latter year’s shipments 
were the largest heretofore known.  Pitts- 
burgers rather feel as though these statistics 
should offset the effect of the numerous bank 
ruptcies whith form the dark side of the busi- 
ness aspect.
